39 Blacks Wiped Out In Homicides In ’79 


The black community retained its dubious distinction 
of leading in the category of violent deaths committed in 
the city of Columbus in 1979, recording 39 out of the total 
of 74 homicides, according to the Police Detective 
Bureau 

While the total number of homicides last year was down 
by one in Comparison with the 75 in 1978, the 39 black 
deaths was an increase by one over the 38 recorded inthe 
previous year 

A breakdown of the 1979 slayings, as provided by Hom- 
icide Sgt. John W. Shawkey, is as follows 

Ot the 39 black victims, 33 were males and six were 
females. Twenty-five assailants were male. eight were 
females 

Eighteen of the 34 white homicide victims were males, 
16 females and one Oriental . 

White males were responsible for 23 deaths, females for

Ucker wanted Bond rendered impotent because Bond 
had carried on a love affair with a white nurse who later 
became Ucker's girlfriend. The aurse testified that Ucker 
‘became violently angry and slapped her after she admit- 
ted having affairs with Bond.” When asked why Ucker was 
so upset by her relationship with Bond, she replied, 
“because he was black ” 

Ralph F. DeLeo, the hired gunman and confessed Bond 
murderer, testified that Ucker engaged him to kidnap 
Bond Halloween Eve, 1977, from his office, 3445 E. Living 
ston Ave. Ucker provided him with a gun and drove him to 
Bond's office. With Ucker waiting in his car, Bond resisted 
and ‘| became angry and shot him twice,” DeLeo told the

SILVER SPRING, Md.-- 
“Tension within th» (minor- 
ity) community, as ii relates 
to the police, is directly tied 
to the use of deadly force 
by the police.” 

That's the opinion of the 
Rev. John Adams, director 
of the Law, Justice and 
Community Relations 
department of the United 
Methodist Board of Church 
and Society, who shared 
this belief at a National 
Consultation on Safety and 
Force here recently. 

People in-minority com- 


munities fear police almost 
as muchas they fear crime, 
and, according to Adams, 
“this fear is rooted in an 
unclear perception con- 
cerning the priority which 
the police give to the prin- 
ciple of the unique value of 
every human life.” 

He said when the value of 
human life is violated by kil- 
ling or wounding of per- 
sons by police where the 
use of lesser force could 
have been used, respect 
and support of law en- 
forcement can rapidly

Already candidates ‘of various hues and 
beliefs are lining up, preparing their nos- 
trums which they claim will immediately 
solve all of our problems. ; 

The government, with its center at the 
White House and Congress, is fast push- 
ing thapeople into a position of noreturn. 
Some Brwese problems are now so big 
that, unlesSsomething is done soon, they 
will literally inundate the nation. * 

' Three years ago Negroes loudly 
acclaimed that they elected Jimmy Carter 
president. True, the Black vote was a 
deciding factor. Carter was our man and 
We've had to live with him. 

We were also a big factor in electing a 
Democratic Congress. This too we've had 
to, with great regrets, live with. 

The exacerbation of all of these prob- 
iems is definiteiy reiated to the develop-- 
ing in his nation of one-party govern-- 
ment. EspecialJy has this been evident in 
the Congress. 

Congress and, most state legislatures 
are now in almost continuous session. 
Many legislators only go home for elec- 
tiom time, All too many of them are 
becoming professional office holders. As 
such, they have become tools af special- 
interest rather than servants of the 
people.: 

In assesing the problems we face 
today, one organization said: “Our 
government in Washington cannot even’ 
begin to solve these problems because it 
has allowed itself to become paralyzed, 
held ca tive like a colossal Gul Hi iv e r, 


bound by the money-enforced ties of 
special interest, ensnared in miles of red 
tape and overreaulation; and immobol- 
ized by its own’bureaucratic obesity.” 
Unfortunately Negroes, not having the 
kind of money that will influence govern- 
ment, so, we have only our vote to put into 
the influence pot. Since elections are held 
every two and four vears. we have only 


* one shot, while special interests are work~-" 


ing 24-hours of every day. 

The helplessness of our government is 
evident by the inciting of the people to 
wave flags, stage parades, write cards 
and hold prayer meetings. All to try to get | 
American hostages released from a 
government controlled by a religious 

fanatic.. 

While all of this is goirg on, prices of 
everything are rising so fast.that people 
are bewildered, with no one wing just 
what to do, or what will happen next. 

Maybe all of these things will make the | 
American people mad enough to vote this 
year. And, not vote. the party line like 
robots. Nothing will turn this nation 
around more quickly than the defeat of a 
number of bought. ene paid for 
legislators. . 

This year, the voters must not permit 
the presidency: to go to the highest 
bidder. There is no question bit that the 
party national conventions will be con- 
trolled if not dominated by money supp- 
lied by labor and other special interests.

price to pay for controlling inflation. 
Well, that kind of thinking is all wrong. Not 
only does it make the poorest people pay the 
greatest price for controlling inflation, but it 
won't work. In the seventies, we've had both 
high inflation and high unemployment, and 
there's no reason to expect conventional eco- 
nomic policies to work now. 

The nation's economic problems may be a 
factor behind the withdrawal from support for 
minority rights and for the rise of fringe 
groups tike the Klan. When the economy is 
expanding, the. majority ‘isn’t worried about 
competition from minorities. But in hard 
times, everyone takes a “me-first” attitude and 
sees justice for others as a personal threat. 

That's also part of the reason for the disar- 
ray of the old civil rights coalition in the seven- 
ties. The last and most devastating blow to the 
coalition came’in the summer, when Andy 
Young's resignation from his post as UN’ 
Ambassador Jed directly to increased tensions 
between Jews and blacks. 

Young's departure from the Administration 
set off shock waves of anger in the black 
community. It has still not been fully explained 
to most people's satisfaction. 

But the immediate effect was to intehsify 
friction betwe@s blacks dnd Jews, since 
Young's resignation came. in the wake of his 
meeting with a representative of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization. 

Long-smolderingresentments about 
numerous issues broke to the surface and the 
groups are now engaged in dialogues to try to 

' re-establish their past partnership on behalf af 
civil rights. 
‘dna way, the break may have been healthy in 
that.it provides a basis for realistic coalitions 
based on each group being completely aware 


~S Of the other's position. Sometimes a fractured 


bone, when it heals, is stronger than it had 
been before. Both blacks and Jews will benefit 
from a healed, reconstituted creative alliance.

A three part course in 
Natural Family Planning 
(NFP) will begin at 7:30 
p.m. Wednesday,.Jan. 9, at 
St. Ann's. Hospital. This is 
the first series of classes 
offered by the Family Life 
Bureau of the Diocese of 
Columbus in 1980. The 
NFP program will be 
offered each month during 
1980. 

The January classes will 
be held on Wednesdays. In 
addition to the Jan. 9:ses- 
sion, classes. will be held 
Jan. 16. and 30. All three 
sessions will be conducted 
at St. Ann’s Hospital, 1555 
Bryden Rd. 

NPF is an educational 
program. Couples learn to 
observe and:‘use natural 
body signs to plan their 
family size. Mark Mogilka, 
director of Family Life 
Bureau said, ‘Couples are 
taught to determine their 
fertile and infertile times. 
Occasions of fertility and 
infertility occur naturally 
during each woman's men- 
strual cycle. 

In the course of each 
cycle, a woman's body pro- 
vides signs telling her ifshe 
can or can't conceive at a 
given time." By observing 
and suing the body signs to 
determine fertile and infer- 
tile occasions couples can 
plan or postpone concep- 
tion with a high degree of 
accuracy, according to 
Mogilka.

_the blood is returned to the body, so the chemical will not 
have'its known toxic effects on the rest of the body. 
Sickle cell anemia is an inherited disease which affects 
about one percent of the Black population, although 10 
percent of all Blacks are carriers of the sickle cell trait. 
At first, only adults will be treated on the new machine. 
However, since sickle cell anemia is especially serious in 
infants and children, Balcerzak hopes the machine will 
eventually be approved for the treatment, of pediatric 
patients.
